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Over Twenty Thousand Tried Soldiers 


to Move on Havana as Soon as 


War Slogan Is Sounded. 


WASHINGTON, April IS—An order was issued late today ordering the entire regular army to assemble on the coast, mostly in Florida. 
The exact points to which the army will be sent have not been determined, but it probably will be distributed between several places including New Orleans, Tampa and points 


further East. The whole available force east of the Rocky Mountains numbering about 20,000 men will be moved. The decision to issue the order led great activity in the war department 


After conferences between Secretary Alger, General rtiles, Adjutant General Corbin and Colonel Ludington, it was stated that no trouble whatever would be had in getting the most 


ample railroad facilities and in the prompt transportation of troops. 


The order was issued at four o'clock this afternoon. 
It directs the First, Second, Third, Sixth, Ninth and Tenth Cavalry, and all light batteries to proceed at once to Chickamauga; 


the First, Seventh, Eighth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Eighteenth, Twentieth and Twenty-third Infantry to New Orleans; the Second, Third, Fourth, Sixth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Nineteenth, Twenty-second and Twenty-fourth Infantry to flobile; the Fifth, Ninth and Twenty-first Infantry to Tampa. 


The troops will thus be in a position to move at once on Havana as soon as the word is given. General fliles said that under the present distribution of the army it would hardly be 


possible to assemble more than 15,000 or 20,000 soldiers in Florida under the orders to be issued today. 
The Artillery Regiments are already distributed along the coast for the operation 


of the various fortifications and batteries. 


The orders issued this afternoon therefore apply only to the infantry and cavalry arms of the service: This action is believed to indicate a policy on the part of the administra- 


tion for a large naval and military demonstration in the vicinity of Cuba with a view to the immediate enforcement of the action of Congress for the termination of the troubles in Cuba. 


The officers who will command will be General Shafter at New Orleans; General Coppinger at Mobile; General Wade at Tampa and General Brooke at Chickamauga.

MARINE 
ARTILLERY. 


The old saying that "every tiullet has 


Its billet," will not hold good with ma- 
rine artillery, for statistics just pre- 
pared by the British 
Admiralty will 


doubtless surprise those who think that 
because a heavily armed ship goes Into 
an engagement she Is necessarily going 
to do a great deal of damage. 
Of the 


101 ships considered in the Admiralty 
reports, only two carry muzzle-loaders. 
The Inflexible fired eight times at a 
target over a mile away, with its enor- 
mous sixtee-i-inch calibre guns and the 
Dreadnaughc fired sixteen times with 
its fifteen-inch guns. No hit was re- 
corded for either ship. The same was 
the case with thirteen shots flred by 
the Benbow and Sarsapreil out of their 
sixteen-inch breech-loading guns. The 
Colossus made but one hit with seven- 
teen shots out of its breech-loaders of 
slightly ancient pattern. The Camper- 
down, which lias more modern ord- 
nance, recorded six hits in fifteen shots. 
The average of this increases as the 
calibre decreases. The armored cruis- 
er Imperiuese made twenty-two hits 
with twenty-nine shots out of its eight- 
inch breech-loaders, which, however, 
was rather a phenomenal result. .On 
the other hand, some of the smaller 
guns produced less satisfactory records. 
The cruiser Sybille did not hit anything 
with thirteen shots, and the Lambrlan 
Intrepid and Astrea made only one hit 
with eleven, twelve and fourteen shots, 
respectively.

CHILE PROTECTED 


THE MARIETTA. 


By Associated Press to The Tribune, 


NEW YORK, April 15.—"It is stat- 


ed that there was a plot here to Injure 
the United States gunboat Marietta 
while she was in this port," says the 
Valparaiso correspondent of the Her- 
ald. 


"Just prior to the arrival of the Ma- 


rietta the United States Consulate In 
Valparaiso was informed by trustwor- 
thy persons that an attempt against the 
gunboat was contemplated by Spanish 
subjects in Chile. 


"Immediately upon receipt of this in- 


formation, the United States Minister, 
Henry L. Wilson, Consul John F. Ca- 
ples and Vlce^Consul 
August Muller, 


Jr., called upon the Governor of the 
provine and laid the matter before him. 
This explains the unexpected trip of 
the United States Minister from San- 
tiago to Valparaiso. 


"Once acquainted with the fears of 


the American representatives and the | 
facts in the case, the Governor Imme- j 
diately gave assurance that the city 
and maritime authorities would take 
precautions to protect the Marietta and 
extended, through the Minister, a cor- 
dial welcome to the officers and sea- 
men. 
During the stay of the -Marietta 


no greater vigilance could have been 
exercised by the Chilean authorities 
had the safety of one of their own war- 
ships depended upon them.
